Claim Outboard 
Motor Firm Is 
Law Violator 


WASHINGTON W) — A Federal 


Trade Commission examiner has 
ruled, that the country's.largest pro- 
ducer of outboard motors — The 
Outboard, Marine k Manufacturing 
Co. of Waukegan, m —violated the 
Clayton Antitrust Act. 


The ruling Sunday by FTC Ex- 


aminer Frank Hier means that the 
company has lost the first round in 
a clash with the commission over 
its exclusive dealings policies. His 
decision is not final. 


Hier ruled that the company vi- 


olated the antitrust act by prohibit- 
ing its dealers from selling com- 
peting products. The firm makes 
Evmrude, Johnson Sea Horse and 
Buccaneer outboard motors . 


The ruling may be stayed or 


appealed to the full commission. 
The company contends its dealer 
policy was based on "economic ne- 
cessity -and justification " 


Hier s ruling said that even 
ough dealers may not wish to 


handle competing lines of outboard 
motors, they must be left fre« to 
do so."

into suirendeiing befoie the police 
arrived. An estimated 25 neighbois 
witnessed the incident, Kelchner 
said.

kill his wife " The state's attorney 
said he told Worley to come down 
to his office about 9 a m. to talk it 
over.

Red China

China have met some 15 times at 
Geneva on th. consular level sine. 
June 1954. 


The flute Department, spok.s- 


man said the American and Red 
China representatives would have 
a far broader field of discussion 
than have consular representatives 
in the past. 


Mum on Formosa 


Suydam declined to say whether 


the ambassadors could talk about 
such problems as a cease-fire in 
the Formosa *area. He cautioned 
reporters: 


"I would not get very far out 


on a limb to suggest that these 
conversations will get on the ques- 
tion of Formosa and on marten 
affecting the Republic of China." 


Suydam's answer did not rul. 


out ^altogether cease-fire conversa- 
tions at Geneva. Dulles has said 
the United States js willing to 
speak directly with Red China oa 
this matter, without Nationalist 
China necessanly being repre- 
sented. 


Bales added that he had a brief 


talk with Worley only minutes be- 
fore the incident occurred and told 
him then that killing his wife would 
b« a "senseless act."

Loses Job 
Because He

NEW YORK » — The State 


Labor Department has ruled that 
"there is nothing inherently re- 
pulsive about a van dyk« beard." 


And for that reason unemploy- 


ment compensation benefits will be 
paid to a hotel swimming pool at- 
tendant fired for growing «. beard 
and refusing to shave it off. 


The decision, made by an un- 


employment insurance referee, was 
announced by the Labor Depart- 
ment Sunday night. It reversed an 
earlier decision by a local Labor 
Department office that the dis- 
charged employe was ineligible for 
jobless benefits. 


The employe, who appealed from 


the initial -ruling, is an aspiring 
artist and grew the beard to make 
himself "more interesting" as an 
art -class model while earning ex- 
tra money.

1 you think they never eat. 


Next there's the case of just the right bait. That goes 


right down to the precise minnow or worm, for frequently a 
fisherman .can see his adversary come dashing up to the 
hook then back away like a pedestrian from a panhandler. 


Will he miss when he strikes? Will the anxious fisher- 


man jerk the hook away from him when he tries to hook 
him? Will he toss the hook and become the big one that 
got away? 


What are the odds on getting him from the water beside 


the boat over the gunwale? Will it be a keeper? How many 
out of 1,000 fish jump out after being once in the boat and 
unhooked? How many stringers or burlap bags-are lost off 
the sides of boats on the way home? 


Call the insurance company statistical departments. All 


these odds must be stupendous. One little night crawler in 
all that water? Poof. 


Consider the fisherman to discover the amazing nature 


of the human being and to understand why, of all the species 
including fisH, he has become the lord of globe. 


He keeps in there, persistently ignoring the odds, dan- 


gling his sad little pink worms, flicking his silly feathers 
through the water, dunking his implausible costume jewelry 
lures instead of just going home and lying in a darkened 
room with a cold wet cloth on his forehead.

WASHINGTON (,B— The world 


would like to think, because this 
may have been the last big chance 
for peace, that the Geneva confer- 
ence was a success and that good 
will come of it. And maybe it will. 


But the realistic fact is that the 


Big Four meeting so far has 
proved nothing except that men 
•who have been in conflict a long 
fame can be polite when they get 
together, if they have a mind to. 


The test of the worth, of the con- 


ference is in the future when the 
big powers have time to do some- 
thing—by agreements and conces- 
sions—about what they only talked 
of in Switzerland 


JTo Tangible Deeds 


There were no tangible deeds at 


Geneva. Nothing was settled. Noth- 
ing was solved. This was neither 
a disappointment nor a surprise. 
The^ Big Four indicated before- 
hand they expected no final solu- 
tions in Switzerland 


Their proclaimed 
purpose 
in 


meeting was to look for a path to 
peace through the relationship 
established at Geneva Any settle- 
ments, flowing from that relation- 
ship, would have to be made later. 


All last week the words which 


poured out of Geneva reflected al- 
most astonishment that President 


Eisenhower and the Prime Minis- 
ters, Eden of Britain, Faure of 
France and Bulgamn of Russia, 
got along as well as they did. 


It would have been more aston- 


ishing if they didn't. Even if their 
purpose in going to Geneva had 
been bad instead of good, all four 
men would have had to wear their 
best Sunday manners anyway. 


Anyone who acted ugly would 


have appeared to the world as an 
enemy of mankind. And in the end 
world opinion, and even opinion in 
their own countries, may tip the 
scales between the West and Rus- 
sia 


Eisenhower 
publicly acknowl- 


edged that the test of the confer- 
ence was not in Geneva but in the 
future. 


Just Shifted Load* 


So the Big Four, who didn't ex- 


pect to solve their problems in 
Geneva, and didn't, dumped them 
back into the laps of their foreign 
ministers, who have been wran- 
gling over the same problems for 
years 


They may go on wrangling for 


years over the big ones like the 
unification of Germany and a se- 
curity pact for Europe, unless, as a. 
result of Geneva, the big powers 
have decided to reach agreement 


That almost certainly would re- 


quire concessions on both sides 


More likely any good results from 
Geneva \\ill be far less sensation- 
al, and quicker, taking the form of 
agreements on smaller problems. 


In time, perhaps a long time, 


smaller agreements might lead to 
big ones.

Taxpayers' Federation of Illinois 
said today that although taxpayers 
lack authority to vote on whether 
a city sales tax may be imposed, 
they may ask for a vote on tha 
question 
of 
reducing- property 


taxes. 


Except in Chicago, the Federa- 


tion said, the question of reducing 
the tax rate limit of any fund or 
funds of a local government must 
be put to a vote if properly peti- 
tioned. 


The petition must be signed by 


at least 5 per cent of the legal 
voters or 1,000 legal voters, which- 
ever is less, the Federation irUfte- 
ment said.

law as to how low a tax rate can 
tie cut by this method, except .that 
it cannot be abolished entirely." 
the statement said. 


The 1955 Legislature authorized 


city authorities to impose a half 
cent increase to the statewide salea 
tax, itself increased by the Legis- 
lature from two cents to two and 
one half cents.

Despite Everyone's Hopes 
All Participants Show 
That They Can Be Polite

WASmNGTON ffl— The world 


•would like to think, because this 
may have been the last big chance 
for peace, that the Geneva confei- 
ence uas a success and that good 
will come of it And maybe it will. 


But the realistic fact is that the 


Big Four meeting: so far has 
proved nothing except that men 
who have been in conflict a long 
time can be polite when they get 
together, if they have a mind to. 


The test of the \vorth of the con- 


ference is in the future when the 
big powers have time to do some- 
thing-—by agreements and conces- 
sions—about what they only talked 
of in Switzerland 


Jso Tangible Deeds 


There were no tangible deeds at 


Geneva Nothing was settled. Noth- 
ing was solved. This was neither 
a disappointment nor a surprise. 
The^ Big Four indicated before- 
hand they expected no final solu- 
tions in Switzerland. 


Their proclaimed purpose 
in 


meeting was to look for a path to 
peace through the relationship 
established at Geneva Any settle- 
ments, flowing from that relation- 
ship, would have to be made later. 


All last week the words which 


poured out of Geneva reflected al- 
most astonishment that President 


Eisenhower and the Prime Minis- 
ters, Eden of Britain, Fame of 
France and Bulgamn of Russia, 
got along as well as they did 


It would have been more aston- 


ishing if they didn't. Even if their 
purpose in going to Geneva had 
been bad instead of good, all four 
men would have had to wear their 
best Sunday manners anyway. 


Anyone who acted ugly would 


have appeared to the world as an 
enemy of mankind. And in the end 
world opinion, and even opinion in 
their own countries may tip the 
scales between the West and Rus- 
sia. 


Eisenhower 
publicly acknowl- 


edged that the test of the confer- 
ence was not in Geneva but in the 
future. 


Just Shifted Load* 


So the Big Four, who didn't ex- 


pect to solve their problems in 
Geneva, and didn't, dumped them 
back into the laps of their foreign 
ministers, who have been wran- 
gling over the same problems for 
years 


They may go on wrangling for 


years over the big ones, like the 
unification of Germany and a se- 
curity pact for Europe, Unless as a 
result of Geneva, the big powers 
have decided to reach agreement. 


That almost certainly would re- 


quire concessions on both sides 


More likely any good results from 
Geneva will be fai less sensation- 
al, and quicker, taking the form of 
agreements on smaller problems. 


In time, perhaps a long time, 


smaller agreements might lead to 
big ones.
